Sec. 46-37. Policy for responding to ICE detainers. 

(a) The Sheriff of Cook County shall decline ICE detainer requests unless there 
is a written agreement with the federal government by which all costs incurred by Cook 
County in complying with the ICE detainer shall be reimbursed or the individual referenced 
in the detain er: 


(1) Has been charged with: 

(.A), A felony w hich is a “forci ble felony” in Illino i s, or the eq uivalent 
under the law of a ny other ji irisdicti on, as defined in 720 ILCS 5/2- 
8 ireaso iL llrsl decree murder, seco nd degree murder , p redatory 
crimin al sexual assaul t of a child, a^a rav ated criminal sexud 
ass ault criminal sexual assault, robbery. biirg.larV' residential 
bu rglary, aggr avated arson, a rson, aggravated ki dnapping, 
kidnap ping, aggravated b atter y resulting in Ltrc al bodily h arm or 
permanent disab il ity; or

(b) Unless ICE agents have a criminal warrant, or County officials have 
examined the individuals criminal history and believe the individual is eligible to have his 
detainer honored pursuant to 46-37(a), ICE agents shall not be given access to individuals or 
allowed to use County facilities for investigative interviews or other purposes, and County 
personnel shall not expend their time responding to ICE inquiries or communicating with 
ICE regarding individuals’ incarceration status or release dates while on duty. 

(c) There being no legal authority upon which the federal government may 
compel an expenditure of County resources to comply with an ICE detainer issued pursuant 
to 8 use § 1226 or 8 USC § 1357(d), there shall be no expenditure of any County resources 
or effort by on-duty County personnel for this purpose, except as expressly provided within 
this Ordinance. 

(d) Any person who alleges a violation of this Ordinance may file a written 
complaint for investigation with the Cook County Sheriffs Office of Professional Review. 

fe) N othing in this Section shall prohibit, or be construed a.s prohibiting the 
Sheriff of Cook County from identifying and reporting any person pursuant to State and 
federal law or regulation who is in custody after being booked for the alleged commissio n 
of a felony and is suspected of vio l ating Ihc civil provisi o ns of the immigration laws. In 
addition, nothing in this Section shall preclud e any County department, agency, offic er, or 
employee from (a) reporting information to ICE regarding an individual who has been 
booked at any county jail facility , and who has previous ly been convicted of a felony under 
the l aws of the Slate of Illinois: (b) cooperating with an ICE request for infor mation 
regard i ng an individual who has been convicted of a felony committed in violation of t he 
laws of the State of Illinois; or (c) reporting information as required bv federal or state 
statute, regarding an in dividual who has been convicted of a fel on v committed in violation 
of the laws of the State of Illinois. 

Effective Date: This Ordinance Amendment shall be in effect immediately upon adoption.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

POLICY FOR RESPONDING TO ICE DETAINERS 
Sec. 46-37. Policy for responding to ICE detainers. 

(a) The Sheriff of Cook County shaB may decline ICE detainer requests unless 
there is a written agreement with the federal government by which all costs incurred by 
Cook County in complying with the ICE detainer shall be reimbursed. 

(b) - Unl es s ICE ag e nts hav e a criminal warrant, or county officials hav e a 

legitimate law e nforc e m e nt purpos e that is not r e lat e d to the e nforc e m e nt of immigration 
laws, ICE agents shall not b e giv e n acc e ss to individuals or allow e d to use county facilih e s 
for inv es tigativ e int e rvi e ws or other purpos e s, and county p e rsonnel shall not e xp e nd th e ir 
time responding to ICE inquir e s or communicating with ICE r e garding individuals - 
incarceration status or - roloaso dat e s whil e on duty r 

Th e r e being no l e ga l authority upon which th e f e d e ral governm e nt may 
comp e l an e xp e nditur e of county r e sources to comply with an ICE d e tain e r issu e d pursuant 
to 8 use § 1226 or 8 use § 1357( d)ttlhere shall be no expenditure of any County 
resources or effort by on-duty County personnel for this purpose, except at the discretion of 
the Sheriff of Cook County or as expressly provided within this Ordinance. 

(d) Any person who alleges a violation of this Ordinance may file a written 
complaint for investigation with the Cook County Sheriffs Office of Professional Review. 

( d) Nothing in this Section shal l prohibit or be construed as prohibitin g, the 
Sheriff of Cook Coimtv from iden ti fvimi and reportitm any person pursua n t to state and 
federal law or regulation who is in custody after being hooked for the alleged c ommission 
of a f elo ny and is suspected of violatin g the civil provisions of any state or federal laws. Ii^ 
addition, nothin g i n this Section s hall preclude any county departmen t, agency, officer ,_or 
emplovec from re p oitinu or coop erat ing with an ICE r eq uest for information reaardinu an 
individu al who has been convicted of a felony committed in violation of the laws of the 
State of Illi nois. 

Effective Date: This Ordinance Amendment shall be effective immediately upon adoption.
